One of the first acts accomplished by the new Oklahoma legislature 
has been the passing of a law- providing a guaranty fund for tho protec­ 
tion of depositors in insolvent banks. 
The framers of the law believe it 
will make impossible a run on an individual bank, and prevent a money 
panic in the state. 
Each state bank is required to pay the state banking 
board a sum equal to I per cent of its daily average deposits. 
When a 
bank fails the state bank examiner pays the depositors from the guaran­ 
ty funds held by the banking board, and these payments become a first 
lien on the assets of the defunct bank.
